The scientist, Tsien Hsueh- 
shen, now 58, left the United 
States in 1955 after being named 
live years earlier in a deporta­ 
tion order charg ing that he was 
a Communist party member. 
The order was not implemented, 
however, because 
of Tsien’s 
scientific backg round. 
Tsien 
studied 
at 
bot h 
Massachusetts and 
California 
institutes of technolog y, receiv­ 
ing a doctorate in aerodynamics 
from Cal Tech in 1939. He later 
taug ht 
at 
both 
s c h ool s , 
specializing in jet propulsion. 
Ha d Ra nk Of Co lo nel 
During World War II, Tsien 
was director of the rocket sec­ 
tion of the U.S. National Defense 
Scientific Advisory Board. He 
went to Germany in 1945 with 
the rank of colonel to study 
German rocket development in 
the Black Forest. 
After the war Tsien returned 
to MIT as a professor, g oing 
back to China for a visit in 1947 . 
He then moved to Cal Tech 
where 
he 
headed 
the Gug ­ 
g enheim Jet P r o p ul s i o n 
Laboratory. 
Tsien was arrested by U.S. 
Immig ration 
ag ents 
Sept. 
7 , 
1950, while trying to return to 
China — by then under control 
of the Communists. The ag ents 
seized 1,800 pounds of scientific 
papers Tsien had consig ned for 
shipment 
to 
Shang hai. 
Ex ­ 
amination 
of

papers, 
however, revealed no classified 
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material, and they were return­ 
ed to him. 
A 
deportation 
order 
was 
returned after hearing s during 
which Tsien denied Communist 
party membership. However no 
implementation 
order 
w a s 
issued, and Tsien returned to 
teaching at Cal Tech. 
In September 1955, however, 
he, his wife and two children 
crossed the border from Hong 
Kong into Communist China 
after the ban on him leaving the 
United States was lifted.

American authorities identify 
him as the man in charg e of 
mainland China’s missile pro­ 
g ram. 
Behind Schedule 
While not playing down that 
prog ram, officials in Washing ton 
said that for the last two years 
Peking is believed to have had 
the capability to put a satellite 
into orbit. It is therefore said in 
Washing ton that the 
Chinese 
Communist prog ram is behind 
schedule. 
But fro m the Chinese Co m­ 
munist po int o f v iew it is a 
technica l 
a c h i e v e m e n t , 
pa rticula rly 
in 
the 
field 
o f 
telemetry . It g iv es Peking a n 
o ppo rtunity to tell its peo ple tha t 
its sa tellite, sev en times la rg er 
tha n 
the Ja pa nese 
5 0 -po und 
sa tellite la unched Feb. 1 1 , wa s 
pa ced in o rbit o n the first try . 
The Chinese peo ple will be to ld 
tha t they a re no w ca pa ble o f 
do ing ev ery thing tha t Western 
po wers ca n do a nd the West 
wo uld be wise to ta ke 
this 
a chiev ement into a cco unt. 
Also, Peking is ex pected to 
point out for the benefit of its 
own 
people 
and

distinction shared only by four 
other countries in the world: 
Russia,

a utho ress o f a bo o klet describ­ 
ing the ex perience, o ug ht to 
kno w. 
She came to Nebraska with 
her hu.sband, Robert Anderson, 
in 1922 to farm his 2,08 0-acre 
homestead near 
Heming ford. 
She was 22 and he was 7 9. 
Reminisces 
Reminiscing at a public tea 
Sunday, she told of “ working 
like a dog for a dollar a day.” 


She described how Mr. Anderson 
came out of retirement after 
their marriag e and continued 
working until “the g rasshoppers 
came and wiped us out.” 
Mr. 
Anderson, 
a 
Union 
veteran of the Civil War, was 
killed in a car accident several 
years later. 
She beg an writing in 1927 , 
when 
she 
published 
h e r 
husband’s memoirs as “From 
Slavery 
to 
Affluence.” 
The 
latest edition contains a section 
describing her views on racial 
tensions, prejadice end other 
problems in the United States. 
“There are g ood persons, bad 
persons and indifferent persons 


in all races,” she said. “But 
these problems must be solved 
on an individual level.” 
Revolution Feared 
Mrs. Leonard ex plained that 
the reason she tours the country 
to lecture is that she fears there 
will be a full-scale revolution 
soon unless young people learn 
to g et along better than their 
parents. 
A staunch individualist, she 
believes “black Americans must 
stand up, have dig nity and be 
individuals.” 
But she does not condone 
violence. 
“If

something , you have to fig ht for 
it,” she said, “but a shotg un is

At Least 120 Hours 
The training will still consist 
of at least 120 hours, no matter 
what the tie period, he ex plain­ 
ed. 
During the nex t part of the 
training , 
t h e 
cruiser-coach 
situation, the recruit is assig ned 
to a cruiser and a police officer 
who serves as coach. 
The recruit functions just as 
any reg ular officer would, ex ­ 
cept that his coach is ex pected 
to instruct him in techniques 
and procedures. 
The 
final 
week 
in 
the 
classroom serves as a wrap-up 
period. Miller said. 
‘Lot Of Questions’ 
“There’s usually a lot of ques­ 
tions by this time,” he said. 
The time is also used for in­ 
struction in department policies 
and city ordinances. 
As far as public relations g o. 
Miller sid they are emphasized 
all the way throug h, in every 
part of training . 
After the training , a new of­ 
ficer is assig ned to walk a beat 
with a reg ular officer until he 
learns what’s ex pected of him, 
Miller ex plained. 
‘Lo ng As Necessa ry ’ 
That period lasts “as long as 
necessary,” he said. 
“ We also like to make training 
a continuous thing ,” Miller said, 
noting that 15 minutes of each 
lineup period is spent in some 
sort of training activity. Lineup 
starts each officers’s day.
